Vote For the Tax For Research 
HE agricultural leaders of North Caro- 
line have worked out a plan that prom- 
es to be of great benefit to the farmers of 
this great agricultural state. By means of 
a small tax on fertilizer and feed, money will 
be accumulated which will be spent for re- 
search into ways to make farming in North 
Carolina more profitable. This money will 
be used through State College for research and

be felt by any farmer. But these nickels ac- 
cumulating all over the state will accumulate 
into a sum of money sufficient to do research 
that promises more profitable farming for all 
of us in North Carolina. The Farmers Fed- 
eration News urges all farmers to vote “YES” 
for this small assessment when the referen- 
dum comes up in early November.

Do You Want More Milk? 


More milk per cow is what every farmer 
wants, whether he only owns one cow or owns 
a herd of dairy cattle. The Proved Sire News 
Letter has such a good article about increas- 
ing milk production that we are quoting it 
word for word. 


“No program of breeding yet devised has 
proved to be as certain in raising milk and 
butterfat production as has the use of high 
indexed, proved sires generation after genera- 
tion. There are still people who doubt this 
so we are always looking for new examples 
to show what happens when this system of 
breeding is followed. The latest information 
we have comes from two herds and shows 
12 first generation high indexed, proved sire 
daughters averaging 8,600 pounds of milk and 
430 pounds of butterfat; 22 second generation 
high indexed, proved sire daughters averaging 
9,596 pounds of milk and 489 pounds of but- 
terfat and 11 third generation high indexed 
proved sire daughters averaging 10,761 pounds 
of milk and 524 pounds of butterfat. These 
cows are ail in the same two herds milking at 
the same time.”

Raise Those Dairy Heifers 


From Washington we learn that cow num- 
bers have not increased. At the same time we 
know that the ponulation of the United States 
is increasing rapidly and the demand for milk 
will continue to increase as the population 
increases.

We are delighted to have 
Mr. D. R. Patton come to Buncombe County 
to help every farmer in his own fight to stop 
erosion and build up and improve his own soil. 


Not a Reactor 

At the date of writing this piece Glenn Hunt 
reports to me that in testing the flocks for the 
hatchery there has not been one single re- 
actor. This is a remarkable record and it 
shows how clean our supply flocks are of pul- 
lorum disease. It is a long hard fight to elim- 
inate pullorum disease, but as you know our 
Hatchery has been given a rating of pullorum 
clean. This is a record we are all proud of. 

On the broiler side the new straight Nichols 
chicks are making a great hit with all broiler 
raisers. The hatchery has placed about 60,- 
000 straight Nichols pullets in our supply 
flocks so far this year. This is giving us a 
fine reputation all over the Southeastern 
states. Orders for eggs have been coming in 
from Cuba, Mississinni, Alabama and Georgia.

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Selecting Breeding Cattle 


J. S. Buchanan, Animal Husbandry Extension Specialist. 


HE successful stockman is an 

experienced, keen and inde- 
pendent judge. An important part 
of the profit in the beef cattle 
business is often determined by 
the cattleman’s own knowledge of 
how and when to buy and sell his 
cattle. 


Use A System For Judging 

Have a mental picture of your 
ideal or perfect animal and use a 
definite system in comparing the 
cattle you have to judge. Analyze 
each animal according to its gen- 
eral appearance and then consider 
the most important details. 

In general, we judge or evaluate 
breeding cattle according to their 
general appearance, conformation, 
quality, condition, substance and 
soundness. Purebred breeders will 
give more consideration than com- 
mercial producers to the breeding 
or bloodlines, color markings and 
other characteristics that are typ- 
ical or desirable in the different 
breeds of cattle. 


Selecting Brood Cows 

In general appearance brood 
cows should be large for their age, 
with good width and depth of 
body. Short, straight legs with 
heavy bone and a feminine head 
with breed character are import- 
ant. Straight top and bottom lines, 
a deep, roomy middle, uniform 
width and thickness of body and 
smoothness are all desirable in a 
good type brood cow. In selecting 
breeding cattle we expect them to 
be healthy and in good breeding 
condition. A brood cow should 
give an abundance of milk to raise 
a calf and it is most desirable to 
select heifers for breeding pur- 
poses that are not only good indi- 
viduals but are out of good milk- 
ing cows. 

In body conformation the head 
should be _ proportionate to the 
size of the body, well carried, wide 
between the eyes and short from 
the eyes to the muzzle. A wide 
muzzle is a mark of an efficient 
feeder. A short, thick neck should 
blend in smoothly with the should- 
er. The shoulder be smooth and 
compact, with a chest and heart 
girth that are wide, full and deep. 
In the crops fore-rib we like thick- 
ness to blend in even with the 
side of the shoulder. A good back 
is straight, short, broad and uni- 
form in width. The loin is a 
choice cut of beef and must be 
broad, level and thick. Well sprung 
ribs that are long are necessary 
for a roomy middle and _ good 
depth of body. 

The flanks should be low and 
full to form a straight underline 
and give uniform depth of body. 


In brood cows the hooks should be 
smooth and the rump broad, long, 
level, straight and square, blend- 
ing into a smooth tailhead. A good 
individual will have rounds or 
quarters that are deep, thick and 
full with a full, deep twist. The 
legs .must be _ short, straight, 
squarely set and wide apart. Am- 
ple bone is a basic requirement in 
all classes of cattle. A good hair 
coat and loose mellow hide are 
indications of quality and are de- 
sirable in all breeds. Uniformity 
in a breeding herd is important 
and will result in an attractive calf 
crop. 


The Herd Bull 

The herd bull must be a good 
individual and one that will sire 
calves that are superior to their 
dams. In choosing a herd bull, 
first make an analysis of your 
cow herd and determine their 
greatest weakness. If it is a need 
for more bone and scale, this 
should be considered in selecting 
the herd sire. In buying a herd 
bull see his sire and dam if possi- 
ble; they should be good individ- 
uals. Try to find out if his dam 
has produced other good calves 
and if she is a good milker. 

The purebred breeder must se- 
lect not only an outstanding indi- 
vidual for his herd sire, but must 
consider the line of breeding that 
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he feels will work best with his 
cow herd. Selecting a popular 
bloodline can increase the sale 
value of purebred cattle. 

In general appearance the herd 
bull should have a well propor- 
tioned, masculine head that shows 
breed character. His size for age, 
balance, substance, depth and 
thickness of body are all indica- 
tions that he will sire calves that 
possess these characteristics. A 
short, straight, heavy-boned leg on 
each corner of the body and a 
sound foot to stand on should not 
be overlooked. Good bulls will 
have a deep, full chest, smooth 
shoulders and a_ well-filled-in 
heart girth. They are also uni-

After lifting cut the 
foliage off an inch or so above the 
corm, dry out in an open shed or 
garage before storing in a dry, cool 
place, clean and inspect each corm 
and dust with a 5 per cent DDT 
powder to control thrips. 

After the first killing frost cut 
the tops off the Dahlias about six 
inches above the ground. Then, 
after several days or a week, lift 
clumps carefully, and place stem 
side down in flats or shallow box- 
es, until ready to place in a cool 
room for 


storage They should 


either be wrapped in newspapers, 
wr placed in peat moss, vermiculite 
or sand, to keep them from shriv- 
eling, as Dahlias like some mois- 
ture. All cut places or divisions 
should be dusted with sulphur. 

Other jobs follow a killing frost 
like pulling up all the dead an- 
nuals, cleaning the beds, and spad- 
ing roughly any bare areas and if 
possible, secure some well rotted 
stable manure and spreading over 
these beds, and using in the com- 
post heap 

At this season, when the leaves 
begin to fall, is a good time to start 
making a new compost pile which 
is a must for a good garden.

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LUNGWORM DISEASE 


Lungworm disease of domestic 
animals, also known as verminous 
bronchitis, is caused by worms 
living in the lungs and known, 
therefore, as lungworms. These 
worms belong to a group of worms 
called metastrongyles which are 
related to similar worms found in 
other parts of the body. 

Cattle, sheep, hogs, dogs, cats, 
and horses all are affected by 
lungworms; however, they are not 
transmissable from one kind of an- 
imal to another—that is, cattle 
lungworms can be transmitted to 
other cattle but not to horses. 

Lungworms are spread from the 
affected animal to other suscepti- 
ble animals due to the fact that 
the adult worms living in the 
lungs lay eggs which develop into 
larva. These larva reach the throat 
and swallowed, passing out 
with the droppings thereby con- 
taminating grazing land where 
healthy cattle grazing will be- 
come affected. Some undoubt- 
edly are coughed up and the dis- 
charges from the mouth and nose 
which are contaminated will in 
turn infect hay and grain whereby 
other cattle feeding with diseased 
ones will also become infected 
All of the details of the life his- 
‘ory of the lungworms have not 
ascertained, but the above 
facts are known

SYMPTOMS: Lungworm disease 
is characterized by a cough, rapid 
respiration, weakness, emaciation 
and sometimes enemia, the result- 


ing condition making them un- 
profitable. 

TREATMENT: There is no 
known effective treatment al- 


though considerable experimental 
work has been done and there are 
hopes of finding a successful treat- 
ment in the not too distant future. 


PREVENTION: To begin with, 
all new cattle bought should be 
kept in quarantine, separate from 
the other cattle, for at least two

weeks. They should be kept in a 
small pasture, barn, or lot that is 
not used by the other cattle on the 
place. Before turning them in 
with the other cattle it would be 
very wise to have a specimen of 
the droppings examined for lung- 
worm and other worms by a vet- 
erinarian as evidence of lungworm 
would show in this examination. 


If by chance the pasture does 
become infected with new dis- 
eased cattle it will contain lung- 
worm infection until after several 
heavy freezes. All low spots where 
water would stand should be 
drained and running streams in- 
stead of ponds would be less like- 
ly to carry the infection than ponds 
and pools; therefore, it would be 
reasonably safe if a pasture was 
contaminated one summer, then it 
would be free from infection the 
following spring if not re-contam- 
inated 


Lungworm disease is present to a 
small degree in both sheep and 
cattle of western North Carolina 
and every effort should be made 
to eradicate it.

Smoothness and quality with an 
abundance of natural fleshing are 
important in selecting herd bulls. 
Other desirable characteristics in 
type and conformation for bulls 
are the same as those mentioned in 
selecting brood cows. 

The value of a herd bull 
can be determined only after we 
see some of his calves. Give some 
time and thought to buying your 
herd bulls and always try to se- 
lect an individual that will im- 
herd. A good herd 
sire will pay for himself many 
times and the wrong one is costly 
at any price.
